Tho Canadian Pueific Railway is no 
longer the Utopia of llio Pqb''. Mei 
now very gonerully tl^is'k it ns some- 
thing not only real, but near. On 
both Bides of tbo coiiiineut it baa cotno 
to be regarded as a uecoatity. It is Iho 
backbone of Confodorution. Wilbout 
it tho DominioQ must bo ft limp, lifoloss, 
uneiiduring aborlioii. Tbo railway may, 
therefore, bo regarded as a corluia uud 
immediate result of the exicnflon ol 
OoofedierBtion to tho Paoifio. Euler- 
talniog thifl view, tho JJominlon Gov- 
ernm'ent did not hesitate to make the 
COMtiUOtlon of the railway wiihiu a 
reasonable period of time a tuDdimuiii- 
al condition of the admissioQ of liri- 
tleh OoloinMa into the Oonfederation. 
Tbe e^fly conatraolion of tbe Cau'^dian 
Facile Eallway may, therefore, salely 
be accepted as an abt-traot luoti Tliero 
need be no doubt about it. It id at 
least as certain aB Confedoratiou itself. 
The precitie po'ii^ at which the railway 
ehall lap the Pacific, on tho one hand, 
and tbe 'present railway Byslem of Ca- 
nada, on the other, as well as the par- 
ticular line of route whioh sliuU be fol- 
lowed between theao extreme poiinH, 
very properly" form a question to bu 
heroafier deeide<) by compotont au- 
thority. The railway is to touch ihi; 
Pacific somewhere; and it is to connect 
w.ith the prosent railway system of Cu- 
nada somewhere ; mid that \a really ull 
that can be faid about it at preteiit, 
JJat the oiroiimHtanco ot the Terms bo- 
ia"- very properly eiloni upon the ques- 
tion of routo and terminna doe's not 
neoeBsarity impose silence upon indi'- 
viduals; and it is scarcely Burprising, 
therefore, that boih tbe line of routo 
and the Pucifio lorminus should have 
become thus early the subject of dis- 
ouBsiou in British Colombia. Tbero 
moy bo conBidored to be two distinct 
iBBues raised in tbe discuBt>ion which has 

vre think prematurely — commenced. 

Tbe one pany would brin^ the rniiwiy 
to Vancouver Inland, making Viclori,i 
and Beqnimalt tbe lorminus. Tlio other 
party, prououuciog the crossing of tho 
waters which separate the It-laud from 
the continent practically impossiblo, 
Ifould make the terminuB at Is'ow 
Wostmiasior and Burrard Itiiot.
